U.  S.  FARM  INCOME  IN  1957 


Summary 


5  billion  dollars , 
Realized  net  in- 


Farmers' realizednet  income  in  1957  was  11. 
down  a  half  billion  dollars  or  4  percent  from  1956. 
come  is  the  amount  available  forspending  after  the  farmer  has  paid 
all  his  production  expenses,  which  were  up  3  percent  in  1957.  It 
does  not  include  any  adjustment  for  the  value  of  changes  in  crop  and 
livestock  inventories.  There  was  a  substantial  net  accumulation  of 
inventories  in  1957.  Total  net  income  --  realized  net  income  plus 
the  increase  in  inventories  --  was  12.  1  billion  dollars  in  1957,  up 
a  half  billion  dollars  or  4  percent  from  1956. 

Realized  net  income  was  lower  than  previously  estimated  be- 
cause of  a  sharp  reduction  in  marketings  in  the  second  half  of  the 
year,  reflecting  a  wet  fall  and  delayed  harvest.  The  late  market- 
ings brought  about  the  build-up  of  stocks  on  farms  January  1,  1958, 
particularly  of  feed  crops,  cotton,  and  soybeans.  In  other  words, 
some  income  which  normally  would  have  been  realized  in  1957  was 
postponed  until  1958. 

Total  income  of  the  farm  population  in  1957,  which  includes  farm 
wages  of  1 .  8  billion  dollars  and  6.  3  billion  of  income  from  nonfarm 
sources  in  addition  to  the  adjusted  net  income  of  farm  operators,  was 
20.  2  billion  dollars.  Thiswas  1  percentabove  1956.  Withthefarm 
population  dropping  off  sharply  in  1957,  per  capita  income  rose  10 
percent  to  $993.  This  was  a  new  record  high,  2  percent  above  the 
previous  peak  reached  in  1951.  Per  capita  income  of  the  nonfarm 
population  increased  1  percent  from  1956  to  1957. 
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The  annual  and  quarterly  farm  income  accounts  are  summarized  for  1957 
in  tables  1  and  2;  table  2  also  includes  comparisons  of  farm  and  nonfeurm  in- 
comes.   Estimates  for  1957  2.re  preliminary.    It  is  expected  that  revised  na- 
tional, estimates  will  be  published  in  July  and  revised  State  estimates  in 
September. 

Farm  income  by  quarters  in  1957 

Table  1  gives  quarterly  estimates  of  farmers'  gross  income,  production 
expenses,  and  net  income  in  1957*    These  estimates  are  in  terms  of  seasonally 
adjusted  annual,  rates.    The  revisions  in  previously  published  estimates  for 
the  first  three  quarters  are  mainly  due  to  the  delayed  harvest  in  1957^  sxid 
the  consequent  build-up  of  inventories  at  the  end  of  the  year.    Previous  es- 
timates of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  have  been  reduced  and  those  of 
net  change  in  farm  inventories  have  been  increased. 

The  rounded  annual  totals  for  1957  are  summarized  in  the  last  column  of 
table  1.    Greater  detail  is  given  in  table  2.    Because  of  considerable  varia- 
tion from  year  to  year  in  the  seasonal  pattern  of  farm  marketings  suad  in  the 
amount  and  timing  of  Government  payments  to  farmers,  the  seasonally  adjusted 
quarterly  estimates  are  not  as  accurate  as  the  annual  totals. 

Farmers*  realized  net  income  declined  from  an  annual  rate  of  12.6  bil- 
lion dollars  in  the  fourth  qxiarter  of  1956  to  11.7  billion  in  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1957^  an^  then  stabilized  at  approximately  llf  billion  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

Prices  of  farm  products  averaged  2  percent  higher  in  the  second  half  of 
1957  than  in  the  first  half,  but  they  reached  their  peak  in  the  third  quarter, 
declining  slightly  in  the  fourth  quarter.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  produc- 
tion items,  including  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates,  also  rose  generally 
throughout  the  year,  but  with  some  decline  in  the  third  quarter  followed  by 
a  new  all-time  high  in  the  fourth  quarter.    Tlie  result  was  some  further,  but 
irregular,  increase  in  the  production  expense  rate,  from  22.6  billion  dollars 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  195©  to  23.0  billion  in  the  fo'orth  quarter  of  1957* 

The  inventory  decline  in  1956  was  changed  to  an  increase  in  1957;  and 
the  quarterly  reductions  in  realized  net  income  were  a  little  more  than  off- 
set by  the  increase  in  farm  inventories.    Consequently,  farmers'  total  net 
income  including  the  inventory  change  showed  a  slight  upward  trend  during 
the  year. 

Income  totals  for  1957 

ReaJLized  net  income  of  farm  operators  is  obtained  by  subtracting  total 
farm  production  expenses  from  realized  gross  farm  income.    Realized  gross 
income  was  up  only  very  slightly  to  3^*^  billion  dollars  in  1957^  while  pro- 
duction expenses  increased  60O  million  dollars,  or  3  percent,  to  a  new  record 
high  of  22.9  billion  dollars.

1/  This  table  brings  up  to  date  in  preliminary  form  certain  selected  series 
from  the  more  detailed  tabulations  given  in  FIS-164  (July  1957)  which  carries 
the  series  for  earlier  years,  in  most  cases  back  to  I9IO. 

2/  The  series  on  income  of  the  nonfarm  population  and  total  national  income 
are  those  developed  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  use  in  comparison 
with  income  of  the  farm  population.    They  are  based  on  Department  of  Commerce 
estimates  of  nonagri cultural  income,  with  appropriate  adjustments  to  improve 
their  comparability  with  farm  income.    The  resulting  series  on  national  in- 
come is  approximately  equivalent  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  series  on 
personal  income  less  transfer  payments  plus  undistributed  corporate  profits. 
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Realized  gross  farm  income  includes  the  value  of  farm  products  sold  or 
used  in  the  farm  home  during  the  year,  plus  Government  payments  to  farmers 
and  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings.    Tlie  value  of  products  sold,  or  cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings,  declined  about  35O  million  dollars  or  1  per- 
cent to  appix>ximately  30  billion  dollars  in  1957.    Total  marketings  in  I957 
were  down  about  3-^  percent,  more  than  enough  to  offset  the  increase  in  average 
prices.     (See  below  for  a  discussion  of  I956-57  changes  in  cash  receipts  for 
individual  commodities.) 

Farm  products  used  in  the  farm  home  were  vaJ-ued  at  slightly  higher 
average  prices  in  I957  than  in  1956.    However,  continued  declines  in  the 
number  of  ic:.rir; and  in  quantities  of  home -produced  food  consumed  on  the  re- 
maining farms,  resulted  in  a  6-percent  reduction  in  the  value  of  home  consump- 
tion.   On  the  other  hand,  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  rose  slightly  in 
line  with  farm  real  estate  values,  and  the  total  of  Government  payments  to 
farmers  almost  doubled  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  l/  Government  payments 
increased  from  554  million  dollars  in  I956  to  a  little  over  a  billion  dollars 
in  1957*    Almost  all  the  increase  was  in  Soil  Bank  payments. 

With  expenses  rising  in  1957^  while  gross  income  held  fairly  steady, 
farmers  retained  as  net  income  only  33#  percent  of  their  realized  gross  farm 
income,  compared  with  35  percent  in  1956. 

The  increase  in  total  production  expenses  was  mostly  in  the  overhead 
items  of  interest,  teix  payments,  and  depreciation  charges.    However,  expendi- 
tures for  hired  labor  also  rose  aJ-ong  with  some  of  the  miscellaneous  operating 
expenses.    A  5 -percent  increase  in  total  depreciation  charges,  on  a  replace- 
ment cost  basis,  largely  reflected  higher  prices  for  capital  equipment.  Farm- 
ers* total  capital  expendit\ires  in  1957  on  machinery,  buildings,  and  other 
equipment  just  barely  covered  farm  capital  consumption  during  tiie  year,  so 
there  was  little  if  any  net  increase  in  the  total  stock  of  farm  capital. 

Realized  gross  and  net  income  do  not  include  the  value  of  increases  or 
decreases  during  the  year  in  farm  inventories  of  crops  or  livestock.  Inven- 
tory changes  are  excluded  from  this  calculation  of  net  income  so  as  to  provide 
a  measure  of  the  income  actually  "realized"  and  available  for  farm-family  liv- 
ing during  a  given  year.    However,  such  changes  in  inventories  must  then  be 
added  in  to  obtain  total  net  income  of  farm  operators,  for  purposes  of  com- 
parison with  nonfarm  income  which  includes  chsuages  in  nonfarm  business  inven- 
tories.   Realized  net  income  is  the  net  value  of  farm  products  sold  or 
consumed  during  a  year;  total  net  income  is  the  net  value  of  act'oal  output 
during  the  year. 

In  1956,  farmers  sold  or  consumed  1^  percent  more  than  they  produced, 
reducing  their  stocks  of  oats,  cotton,  hay,  and  hogs,  and  also  cutting  back 
on  cattle  numbers  for  the  first  time  in  eight  years.    Although  cattle  numbers 


1/  This  incliides  only  direct  payments  to  farmers.  Commodity  Credit  Corpora- 
tion loans  and  other  price  support  operations  are  reflected  in  cash  receipts 
from  marketings. 
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had  been  reduced  a  little  further  by  January  1,  1958,  this  was  outweighed  by 
substantial  increases  in  farm  stocks  of  feed  grains,  hay,  soybeans,  and  cot- 
ton, so  that  fanners   sold  or  consumed  nearly  2  percent  less  than  they  pro- 
duced in  1957.    Thus,  the  net  value  of  changes  in  farm  inventories  during  1957 
was  plus  589  million  dollars  as  compared  with  minus  U70  million  dollars  in 
1950!    Adding  the  inventory  acc\miulation  in  1957  gives  12.1  billion  dollars 
as  the  total  net  income  of  fa.rm  operators,  up  substantially  from  the  comparable 
total  of  11.6  billion  in  I956. 

Net  income  of  the  farm  population  from  fanning  was  13.9  billion  dollars 
in  1957.    This  includes  the  wages  received  by  farm  laborers  living  on  farms, 
in  addition  to  the  total  net  income  of  farm  operators.    Income  of  the  farm 
population  from  nonfarm  sources  declined  from  6.7  billion  dollars  in  1956  to 
6,3  billion  in  1957'    This  reflected  the  movement  of  some  farm  people  off 
the  farm,  and  the  removal  of  nonfarm  income  associated  with  those  people. 
Total  income  of  the  farm  population  from  all  sources  was  20.2  billion  dollars, 
1  percent  more  theui  in  1956. 

Total  income  of  the  nonfarm  population  in  1957  vas  up  5  percent  from 
1956.    Total  national  income,  including  income  of  the  farm  and  nonfarm  popu- 
lations combined,  rose  4f  percent. 

Income  averages  for  1957 

The  farm  population  in  April  1957  vas  20. U  million,  down  nearly  8f  per- 
cent from  1956.    This  estimate  is  based  on  a  sample  and  is  subject  to  sampl- 
ing error.    With  total  income  of  the  farm  population  up  1  percent,  per  capita 
income  rose  10  percent,  from  $902  in  I956  to  $993  in  1957.    This  rise  in  per 
capita  income  of  the  farm  pop\ilation  from  all  sources  was  due  mainly  to  an 
increase  in  income  per  person  on  fanns  from  farming.    Per  capita  income  from 
nonfam  sources  rose  only  slightly,  from  $301  in  I956  to  $309  in  1957» 

The  nonfarm  population  continued  its  upwaixi  trend  in  1957;  tut  its 
total  income  was  up  even  more.    Consequently,  per  capita  income  of  the  nonfarm 
population  rose  1  percent  to  $2,0^5* 

The  number  of  fams  in  the  United  States  is  estimated  to  have  declined 
about  2  percent  between  1956  and  1957'    Since  fanners'  realized  net  income 
was  down  k  percent,  reeilized  net  income  per  faxm  declined  2  percent  to  $2,37^ 
in  1957'    Farm  operators'  total  net  income  from  farming,  including  the  in- 
ventory chsmge,  increased  7  percent  to  $2,^96. 

Cash  receipts  by  commodities  in  1^57 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  totaled  30  billion  dollars  in  1957^ 
a  decrease  of  1  percent  from  the  1956  estimate,  but  still  well  above  the  1955 
level.    Average  prices  received  for  the  sale  of  farm  products  were  up  nesurly 
3  percent  from  1956,  but  this  gain  was  offset  by  a  drop  of  3'f  percent  in  the 
volume  of  farm  marketings.    Including  Government  payments,  total  cash  receipts 
showed  a  slight  gain  over  1956. 
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Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  rose  5  percent  in  1957  to  a  total 
of  17*1  billion  dollars,  but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  a  9-perceut  decline 
in  crop  receipts  to  12.9  billion.    The  livestock  total  was  the  highest  since 
1953^  vhile  cix)p  receipts  were  the  lowest  since  19pO.    Livestock  prices  in 
1957  averaged  7  percent  higher  than  in  1956,  although  the  volume  of  market- 
ings was  slightly  smaller.     In  the  case  of  crops,  average  prices  and  volume  of 
marketings  were  both  down. 

In  the  livestock  group,  the  largest  increases  were  shown  in  receipts 
from  hogs  and  from  cattle  and  calves,  with  substantiaJ.  price  increases  far 
more  than  compensating  for  declines  in  marketings.    Income  from  cattle  and 
calves  was  the  third  highest  on  record.    Total  receipts  from  meat  animals  were 
up  11  percent. 

A  moderate  increase  in  receipts  from  dairy  products  brought  the  estima^te 
for  1957  'to  a  record  high  of  h,b  billion  dollars.    The  increase  over  195t>  was 
due  both  to  higher  average  prices  and  to  larger  production  of  milk. 

Increased  broiler  production  accounted  for  a  moderate  gain  in  cash  re- 
ceipts. However,  lower  prices  received  for  eggs  and  for  all  types  of  poultry 
brought  about  a  net  decrease  of  6  percent  in  total  cash  receipts  from  poultry 
aiid  eggs. 

By  far  the  largest  decline  (26  percent)  was  in  cash  receipts  from  cot- 
ton, which  fell  to  the  lowest  level  since  19^6.    This  reduction  was  due  partly 
to  a  17-percent  drop  in  production,  as  both  acrea;^e  and  yield  were  down,  partly 
to  lower  quality,  and  partly  to  weather  conditions  that  delayed  the  growing 
and  marketing  of  the  crop,  so  that  a  larger -than -usual  proportion  was  carried 
over  into  1958* 

Tobacco  receipts  were  down  I6  percent  to  the  lowest  level  since  19^9* 
reflecting  a  23 -percent  drop  in  production.    All  important  types  were  under 
marketing  quotas  except  cigar  wrapper  and  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,  and  total 
acreage  was  the  smallest  since  1908.    Prices,  however,  averaged  slightly 
higher. 

Lower  receipts  from  wheat  and  rice  brought  about  a  decline  of  k  percent 
in  total  cash  receipts  from  food  grains.    Seeded  acreage  of  wheat  was  reduced 
18  percent  because  of  Soil  Bank  participation,  and  despite  a  record  high  yield, 
production  was  down  6  percent.     Production  of  rice  in  1957  was  the  small  est 
since  1950^  reflecting  reduced  acreage  due  to  participation  in  the  Acreage 
Reserve. 

Cash  receipts  from  feed  crops  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  with 
a  substantial  reduction  in  corn  about  offset  by  a  sharp  rise  in  sorghxam  grain. 
The  1956  corn  crop,  a  large  part  of  which  was  sold  in  1957^  was  larger  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  1957  crop  (with  a  record  high  yield)  was 
only  a  little  smaller  than  that  of  1956.    However,  the  1957  crop  matured  late 
because  of  heavy  rains,  and  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  it  remained  on 
farms  at  the  end  of  the  year.    Production  of  sorghum  grain  in  1957  was  more 
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than  twice  as  large  as  the  previous  record  in  1955^  vd.th  both  acreage  and  yield 
far  ahead  of  any  previous  year.    Most  of  the  increased  planting  was  due  to 
diversions  from  wheat  and  com  in  the  Great  Plains  and  Com  Belt. 

Cash  receipts  from  potatoes  dropped  sharply,  primarily  because  of  much 
lower  prices  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.    Cash  receipts  from  al 1  vege- 
tables combined  were  down  9  percent. 

Receipts  fiora  fruits  and  nuts  declined  5  percent  in  total,  but  changes 
varied  considerably  among  individual  commodities.    Receipts  from  almonds 
dropped  to  less  than  half  those  of  1956,  because  of  lower  prices  and  smaller 
production.    Lower  prices  were  responsible  for  sharp  decreases  in  receipts 
from  oranges,  strawberries,  and  pears,  and  smaller  production  accounted  for 
lower  receipts  from  peaches.    Ifoderate  gains  were  made,  however,  by  apples  and 
cherries  (due  to  larger  production)  and  by  grapes  (higher  prices), 

A  substantial  increase  in  receipts  from  sugar  beets  was  due  to  record 
high  yields  and  production  in  1957* 

Cash  receipts  from  most  of  the  legume  and  grass  seeds  were  down  sharply, 
with  a  decrease  of  nearly  30  percent  for  the  group  as  a  whole.    Most  of  the 
decline  was  due  to  sharp  price  drops,  although  there  was  some  c'.ecline  also  in 
production  of  alfalfa,  red  clover,  and  sweetclover  seeds. 


CASH  RECEIPTS  IN  JANUARY  I958 

Farmers*  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  January  are  tentatively  es- 
timated at  2.6  billion  dollars,  about  the  same  as  in  January  1957*    Prices  of 
all  farm  products  averaged  nearly  k  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but 
the  volume  of  marketings  was  smaller.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
were  about  I.5  billion  dollars,  10  percent  above  a  year  ago.    An  increase  of 
12  percent  in  average  prices  for  the  livestock  group  was  due  largely  to  higher 
prices  of  meat  animals,  chickens,  and  eggs.    Crop  receipts,  on  the  other  hand, 
dropped  10  percent  from  January  1957  to  approximately  1.1  billion  dollars, 
reflecting  lo^^er  prices  for  grains,  cotton,  oil-bearing  crops,  and  fr'oits, 
and  also  smaller  marketings  of  tobacco.    Receipts  from  vegetables  were  down 
sliglitly,  as  a  sharp  drop  in  marketings  more  than  offset  substantially  higher 
prices.

CA.SH  RECEIPTS  BY  STATES  AND  REGIONS  IN  1957 

The  usual  monfaly  estimates  of  cash  receipts,  through  Deceniber,  are 
f^iven  in  tables  and  table  9  provides  the  cumulative  monthly  totals  by 

States  for  the  who.le  year  1957;  broken  down  between  livestock  and  croj"-", 
Tab3.e  3.0  shows  State  ?.nd  regionaJ.  details  with  respe-^t  t>o  Govem"aent  psyments 
in  1957^        pro^rajn  .      Table  13.  consolidates  the  estimates  of  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  with  those  of  Government  payments,  and  contrasts  the 
State  and  regional,  totals  of  cash  receipts  for  1957  with  those  of  1956.  And 
fineJ.ly,  the  accompanying  map  chart  (pa^e  I7)  shows  cash  receipts  in  1957  as 
a  percentage  of  195^^  vrith  Governm.ent  payments  included. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  m.arketings  were  higher  in  1957  than  in  1956  in 
2P  States,  but  lower  in  26.    With  Government  payments  included,  28  States 
showed  increases  compared  with  20  decreases,.    In  both  cases,  regjonal  declines 
occurred  only  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  Regions,  with  slight-to- 
moderate  gains  in  all  the  other  regions. 

Percentage  changes  in  total  cash  receipts  from  marketings  ranged  from 
increases  of  I3  percent  in  Colorado  and  12  percent  in  South  Dakota  t^  a  de- 
crease of  2h  percent  in  Mississippi.    The  oaly  other  notable  increase  was 
11  percent  in  Nebraska.    Declines  of  approximately  10  to  .15  percent  occurred 
in  .Arkansas,  North  Carolina,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  and  South  Carolina. 

Tota.T  livestock  receipts  showed  gains  in  all  regions  and  in  all  States 
except  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  end  New  Jersey.    Montana  showed  an  increase 
of  12  percent,  Kansas  11  percent,  and  Nebraska,  Al.abejna,  a.nd  New  Mexico  10  per- 
cento    In  21  States,  increases  ranged  b<^tween  5  and  10  percent. 

Cas.h  receipts  from,  crops,  on  the  other  hand,  declined  in  al2  regions, 
from  1  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region*  to  I6  percent  in  the  South  At- 
3 ajitic  and  South  Central  Regions,    Decrea^ses  occurred  in  36  States,  increases 
in  only  12,    The  i.argest  increase,  23  percent,  occurred  in  South  Dakota,  where 
the  wheat  crop  was  near.ly  2-g-  times  larger  than  in  1956.    A  gain  of  22  percent 
in  Colorado  reflected  increased  production  of  wheat  and  sugar  beets.  V.T:ieat 
and  apples  a.ccounted  for  most  of  the  9-percent  increase  in  Washington.  Nevada 
shov/ed  a  g^in  of  7  percent,  Wyoming  6  percent,  and  Utah  5  perce.nt.  Decreases 
were  most  prt:)nounGed  in  Mississippi  (37  percent),  Alabajna  (29  percent),  Ar- 
kansas (25  percent),  Missouri  (23  percent)  and  North  Carolina  (21  percent). 
Decreases  of  10-20  percent  were  sho-vm  in  10  States,  and  5-10  percent  in  8 
States,    Cha,nges  were  small  in  the  remaining  States. 

l-Ihen  the  States  are  rajiked  according  to  the  size  of  their  total  cash 
receipts  from  fann  m.a.rketlngs  in  1957;  California  continues  to  hold  first 
place,  with  2.8  billion  dollars,  Iowa  second  with  2.1  billion,  Illinois  third 
with  1.9  billion,  and  Texas  fourth,  also  wi.th  I.9  billion.    California  has 
ranked,  first  ajid  Iowa  second  for  10  consecutive  years.    Tlae  ranking  of  Illi- 
nois and  Texas  remains  the  same  a-S  a  year  ago.     Including  Government  pe.yments, 
the  ranking  of  California  and  Towa  rem.ains  unchanged,  but  Texas  pushes  ahead 
of  Illinois,  because  of  its  larger  Soil  Bank  payments. 
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PRELIMINARY  1957  STATE  AVER^^.GES  OF  REAI.IZED  I\[ET  INCONiE 

PER  FARM 

State  and  regional  estimates  of  realized  gross  and  net  farm  income  per 
farm  and  total  net  income  per  farm  are  given  in  table  12  for  193^y  and  ]957o 
This  table  brings  up  to  date  through  1957  tables  1,  2,  and  3  on  pages  12,  13, 
and  Ih  of  issue  number  I65  of  the  Farm  Income  Sitriatlon,  published  last  Sep- 
tember. 

The  estimates  for  1957  are  preliminary,  as  complete  information  for  the 
year  is  not  yet  available,,  especially  for  individual  States.    This  is  particu- 
larly true  with  respect  to  State  data  on  marketings  of  meat  animals,  feed 
grains,  and  cotton,  and  also  for  State  estimates  of  many  production  expense 
item.s.    The  available  information,  however,  is  adequate  for  the  preparation  of 
preliminary  averages  per  farm,  which  provide  timely  indications  of  the  direc- 
tion and  magnitude  of  change  from  195^  t/O  1957       "ttie  individital  States.  Suf- 
ficient additional  information  will  not  become  available  to  permit  revision  of 
tiiese  estimates  before  Septem.ber.    Further  details  will  be  published  then  for 
each  State,  together  with  any  necessary  revisions. 

Reed-ized  net  income  per  farm  increased  in  2h  States  in  1957^  reflecting 
for  the  most  part  increases  in  receipts  from  meat  anim/ils  and  dairy  products. 
Production  expenses  continued  to  increase  in  virtually  all  States  with  avern/je 
prices  paid  for  most  goods  and  services  used  in  production  rising  above  the 
preceding  year. 

Increases  in  realized  net  income  per  farm  ranged  from,  a  high  of  52  per- 
cent in  Colorado  to  less  than  a  half  of  1  percent  in  Minnesota  ar-d  Michigan. 
Five  States  registered  increases  of  more  than  20  percent;  six  States,  increases 
of  between  10  and  20  percent;  and  thirteen  States,  increases  of  less  than 
10  percent. 

Declines  in  realized  net  income  r>er  f-^.rm  occurred  in  2k  States,  mostly 
in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions.    For  the  most  part,  the  de- 
clines in  these  States  reflected  the  adverse  effects  of  extremiely  unfavorable 
weather  which  reduced  cotton  output  and  impaired  its  quality.    In  the  major 
tobacco-producing  States  in  these  and  other  regions,  cash  receipts  from  to- 
bacco were  als-^  doxm  sharply  as  a  result  of  lower  outp'.'t.    Pi*od.uction  expenses 
continued  to  increase  in  vi.rtually  all  States. 

Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  South  Carolina., 
and  Missouri  were  particularly  hard  hit  by  the  reduction  in  cotton  output, 
with  realized  net  income  for  these  States  registering  declines  ranging  from 
36  p>ercent  in  Mississippi  to  11  percent  in  Tenneysee.     In  North  Carolina  also, 
whe.re  tooacco  production  was  down  sharply,  realized  net  incom.e  per  faim 
dropped  23  percent.    Oklahom-a  and.  Texas  were  the  only  States  in  the  South  to 
register  gains  over  195^. 

For  some  States,  notably  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  South  Dakota,  Colo- 
rado, Oklahoma,  and  Texas,  there  were  important  changes  in  farm,  inventori.es 
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vhich  caused  tot^l  net  income^  including  the  value  of  inventory  changes,  to 
vary  sharply  from  reeJ-ized  net  income. 

Following  is  a  brief  State -by-State  anal3rsis  of  major  movements  in 
cash  receipts  and  expenses,  accounting  for  changes  in  realized  net  income  per 
fa.rm.    The  dollar  figure  in  ea^'h  paragraph  after  the  State  name  is  realized 
net  income  per  farm  in  1957;  "the  percentage  in  parentheses  indicates  the 
change  from  1956. 

Alabajia  —  $1,157  (down  1>^^) 

Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  broilers,  cattle,  and  hogs  were  more 
than  offset  by  a  large  decrease  in  cash  receipts  from  cotton  and  smaller  de- 
creases in  receipts  from  peanuts,  sweetpotatoes,  ajid  pecans.    Production  ex- 
penses were  up  a  little, 

Arizona  --  $13,^  (down  i^;.) 

Higher  cash  receipts  from  cattle  were  more  than  offset  by  a  decline  in 
receipts  from  cotton.    Expenditures  for  labor  and  livestock  were  up,  raising 
jiroduction  expenses  above  last  year. 

Arkgjisas  —  $1,562  (down  27^) 

Increased  cash  receipts  from,  broilers,  cattle,  and  hogs  only  partially 
offset  a  substantial  drop  in  cash  receipts  from,  cotton  and  rice.  Production 
expenses  were  down  slightly. 

California  —  $7; 71^  (down  7^) 

Increased  receipts  from  cattle,  dairy  products,  com,  cotton  (both 
production  and  prices  were  higher,  in  contrast  to  the  general  trend  in  other 
major  cotton-producing  States)  and  tnxck  crops  were  offset  "by  lower  receipts 
from  potatoes,  broilers,  turkeys,  and  fruits  and  nuts.    Production  expenses, 
especially  for  livestock  and  taxes,  were  higher. 

Colorado  —  $2,79^  (up  52'^) 

Cash  receipts  from,  cattle,  wheat,  dry  field  beans,  sweetpotatoes,  and 
sugar  beets  were  up.    Higher  expenditures  for  livestock  and  hired  labor  con- 
tributed   to  the  rise  in  production  expenses.    Increases  in  inventories  of 
hay,  wheat,  and  com  were  substantial,  resiLlting  in  a  level  of  total  net  in- 
come per  farm  about  twice  that  of  1956. 

Connecticut  —  $3>^2Q  (up  3??) 

Although  cash  receipts  were  down  slightly,  production  expenses  were 
also  lower,  pe.rticularly  for  feed  a,nd  hired  labor. 
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tables  gj.veii  in  rlS  I05  (Septemoer  19>Y)  wiiicn

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Delaware  —  $3>670  (down  10^) 

Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  "broilers  and  com  were  offset  by  de- 
creases in  receipts  from  soybeans,  truick  crops,  and  potatoes,  and  by  increased 
production  expenses,  -  particularly  for  feed  and  hired  labor.

Broiler,  hog,  and  cattle  receipts  were  higher,  but  not  enough  to  off- 
set decreased  receipts  from  cotton,  toba,cco,  and  peanuts.    A  rise  in  feed 
expenditures  accotinted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  production  expenses.

Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  wheat,  and  Government  pa^^ments 
partially  offset  declines  for  potatoes,  hay,  and  field  beans  and  a  rise  in 
production  expenses.

A  large  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  hogs  and  cattle  partially  off- 
set declines  for  m.ost  crops,  particularly  wheat  and  soybeans.    Production  ex- 
penses, especially  for  livestock  purchases,  increased. 

Indiana  —  $2,S0U  (up  2^'0 

The  substantial  rise  in  cash  receipts  from,  livestock  and  livestock 
products,  particularly  from  hogs  and  cattle,  and  increased  Goverrjnent  pa^-ments 
more  than  offset  sm.a3J.er  receipts  from  com.     Production  expenses  continued 
to  rise. 

lo^ra.  —  $3,683  (down  l?b) 

Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  hogs,  ca.ttle,  and  dairy  products  were 
more  than  offset  by  lower  receipts  from  com  and  eggs  and  smaJJler  Govemjuent 
pajmients.    Piroduction  expenses  rose,  largely  reflecting  greater  outlays  for 
livestock  and  hired  labor.    The  value  of  substantial  inventory  accvimulations 
of  com,  oats,  hay,  end  soybeans  is  reflected,  however,  in  on  increase  of 
59  percent  in  totaJ.  net  farm  income  per  farm. 

Kansas  —  $2,607  (up  27^:) 

SubstantiaJ-ly  higher  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  sorghum 
grain  and  an  increase  in  Government  payments  more  than  offset  a  decrease  in 
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cash  receipts  from  wheat  and  a  rise  in  production  expenses.    The  value  of 
increases  in  inventories  of  sorghum  grain,  hay,  and  com  resulted  in  a  twofold 
increase  in  total  net  income  per  farm. 

Kentucky  —  $1,6^^  (down  1^) 

Cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  dairy  products  were  up,  offsetting 
lower  cash  receipts  from  wheat  and  corn.    Production  expenses  continued  to 
ri  se . 

Louisiana  —  $1,311  (down  19^) 

Higher  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  more 
than  offset  hy  lower  receipts  from  crops,  particularly  cotton.    Production  ex- 
penses increased. 

Maine  —  $2,lk7  (down  jj) 

Cash  receipts  from  dairy  products  and  broilers  were  up  enough  to  off- 
set decreases  in  receipts  from  potatoes.  However,  substantially  higher  produc- 
tion expenses,  especially  for  feed  and  hired  labor,  reduced  realized  net 
income , 

Maryland  —  $1,821  (down  7i) 

Broiler,  dairy  products,  and  tobacco  cash  receipts  were  higher.  Cash 
receipts  from  eggs,  com,  wheat,  truck  crops,  and  soybeans  were  lower.  Pro- 
duction expenses  continued  to  rise. 

Massachusetts  —  $2,19^  (up  10^) 

Higher  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  reflected  a 
rise  in  dairy  receipts,    Totail  cash  receipts  from  truck  crops  were  also 
higher.    The  combination  of  these  increases  offset  lower  receipts  from  eggs 
and  tobaxico  and  higher  production  expenses, 

Michigan  —  $1,99^  (no  significant  change) 

Increased  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  apples,  and  cherries,  plus 
larger  Government  payments,  about  offset  increased  production  costs. 

Minnesota  —  $2,8^3  (no  significant  change) 

Higher  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  dairy  products  and  an  increase 
in  Government  payments  offset  lower  receipts  from  flaxseed,  soybeans,  and 
potatoes,  and  higher  production  expenses. 

Mississippi  —  $9^  (down  36^) 

Cash  receipts  from  cotton  were  down  substantiaJLly  and  were  only 
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partially  offset  by  increased  cash  receipts  from  broilers  and  from  cattle  and 
calves.    Production  expenses  were  down  slightly. 

Missouri  —  $1,909  (down  11^) 

Substantial  increases  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  hogs  were  more 
than  offset  by  decreases  from  cotton,  wheat,  and  com.    Production  expenses 
continued  to  rise. 

Montana  —  $3.889  (up  12^) 

Cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  were  up  substantiaULy.  Produc- 
tion expenses  were  also  higher. 

Nebraska  —  -$3^^9^  (up  26^) 

Substantial  increases  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  wheat,  and 
sorghum  grain,  plus  larger  Government  pavments,  more  than  offset  higher  pro- 
duction expenses.    With  the  value  of  inventory  acctimulations  of  com,  hay, 
sorghum  grain,  and  oats  rising  sharply,  total  net  income  per  farm  was  almost 
triple  that  in  1956. 

Nevada  —  $3,05^  (uP  18°^^) 

Increased  cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  more  than  offset  a 
slight  rise  in  production  expenses. 

New  Hampshire  —  $2,Ol40  (up  8^^) 

Cash  receipts,  particularly  dairy  products,  increased  more  than  enough 
to  offset  a  slight  rise  in  production  expenses. 

New  Jersey  —  $^,093  (down  6^) 

Increased  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products,  peaches,  apples,  and  com 
were  not  eno^ogh  to  offset  declines  in  receipts  from  truck  crops,  eggs,  and 
potatoes  and  an  increase  in  production  expenses.

Increased  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  wheat,  and  sorghvmi  grain  offset 
lower  receipts  from  cotton.    Production  expenses  were  up  a  little.

Increased  cash  receipts  from  hogs,  cattle,  an,d  soybeans,  plus  an  in- 
crease in  Government  payments,  partially  offset  lower  cash  receipts  from  com 
end  wheat  and  increased  production  expenses. 

Oklahoma.  —  $1,^1$  (up  7f0 

A  substantial  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  smaller  increases 
for  hogs  and  soybeans,  and  larger  Grovernment  payments  more  than  offset  de- 
clines in  cash  receipts  from  wheat  and  cotton.    Production  expenses  were  up. 
The  value  of  inventory  accumulations  of  hay,  sorghijm  grain,  and  oats  va.s  sub- 
stantial, increasing  totaJ.  net  income  per  farm  63  percent  over  1956. 

Oregon  —  $2,860  (up  3^) 

Increased  cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  wheat  more  then  offset  lower 
receipts  from  hay,  potatoes,  and  strawberries  and  higher  production  expenses. 

Penjisylvania  —  $1,7^3  (up  5^0 

A.  substantial  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products,  plus 
smaller  increases  for  cattle,  hogs,  and  com,  more  than  offset  higher  produc- 
tion expenses. 

Rhode  Island  —  $3.012  (down  Sjo) 

A  slight  decline  in  total  cash  receipts  combined  with  a  small  increase 
in  production  expenses  to  reduce  realized  net  income. 

South  Carolina  —  $1,293  (do^/n  13<) 

Increased  cash  receipts  from^  dairy  products,  hogs,  and  cattle  were  off- 
set by  substantiaJ ly  lower  receipts  from,  cotton  and  tobacco.    Pnoduction  ex- 
penses showed  little  change  in  total. 
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South  Dakota  —  $3,21^  (up  25<) 

Higher  cash  receipts,  especially  from  wheat cattle,  hogs,  and  oats, 
more  tlian  offset  increased  production  expenses.     Substantial  inventory  accumu- 
lations of  wheat,  corri,  oats,  and  hay  raised  toted  net  Income  per  farm  tn  a 
level  twice  that  of  195^.

Higher  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  com  only  partD.^''  offset  a 
substantial  decline  in  cotton.    Production  expenses  were  about  the  sane.

Higher  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  bogs,  whea.t,  peanuts,  and  sorghim 
grain,  combined  wi.th  increased  Government  payments,  more  than  offset  lower 
receipts  from  cotton.  Production  expenses,  especially  for  hired  labor  and 
feed,  were  substantially  higher.  Inventory  accumulations  of  cotton,  hay,  sor- 
ghum grain  and  com  were  substantial,  increasing  total  net  income  per  farm

Higher  cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves,  plus  smaller  increases 
for  some  crops,  more  than  offset  slightly  higher  production  expenses. 

Vermont  —  $1,^73  (up  8^) 

An  increase  in  dairy  receipts  more  than  offset  slightly  higher  produc- 
tion expenses. 

Virginia  —  $1,^9  (down  12':^'>) 

Small  increases  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  dairy  products, 
and  peanuts  were  outweighed  by  substantial  declines  in  tobacco,  potatoes,  and 
broilers.    Production  expenses  rose  slightly. 

Washington  —  $3,66U  (up  l6f0 

Cash  receipts  rose  sub stsjiti ally,  particularly  for  wheat,  apples, 
cattle,  and  dairy  products.    Production  expenses  were  also  up. 

V/est  Virginia  —  $858  (down  l°fo) 

Increased  receipts  from  cattle  and  com  partly  offset  declines  in 
eggs,  turkeys,  ajid  apples.    Production  expenses  were  about  tJie  same.
